tecting the hull of the capital ship 
against damage from hits by these 
weapons." 


As to necessary construction of 


cruisers and other auxiliary craft'to 
maintain the fleet at treaty ratio, Mr. 
'Wilbur declared there was no escape 
from competitive building with other 
powers in view of the.fact that "enor- 
mous expansion," .in such craft by any 
power, "would have the effect of de- 
stroying that ratio."
